Under this head are the nineteenth and twentietli 


Inquiries, which conclude all to be answered iu 
schedule one. The one requires information regard- 
ing male citizens of the Unil<sd States of twenty-one 
years of age and uowards. This is a very proper lu- 
qniry, as it enables the -government to ascertain llie 
voting population of tho republic at the present 
tjme, and, as regards New York city iu particular, 
•will set at rest Ihe charges of fraud In connection 
with our election. The pertinence or the twentieth 
aud last inquiry is not so apparaut. It requires in- 
formation regarding "male citizens of the United 
States of twenty-one years or age and upwards 
whose right to vote is denied or abiidged on other 
grounds than rebellion or other crime." This doubt- 
less includes persons living iu States where a pro- 
perty or edncailonal qualification is demanded by 
taelr constitutions, and persons incapacitated by 
reason of ailments, such as madnes-, &c.; and in 
this respect is proper. It would also be interesting 
and important to learn how many persons are denied 
the right to vote because of ''rebellion or other 
crime." 
QUESTIONS NOT TO BE ASKED OH TO WHICH THE OT- 


SWE11S ARE OPTIONAL 


It seems, from a note at the lop of Schedule l, 
tuat the Inquiries relating to profession, occupation 
cr trade and to educational attainments "are not to 
be asked in respect to infants." It would a'so seam 
to be optlonalto persons whether to state if their 
parents were of foreign birth, if they attended 
school within the year, if they can read or write, 
and what'ihatr constitutional relations are, because 
tho note states that these inquiries are to be an- 
swered merely by an affirmative mark, fts /, if at 
all. \ve may, however, ba in error, aud, as refusal 
to give the information Involves a beavy flne, we 
would advise everybody to reply to all the Inquiries 
without exception.

divided with the peace men. Tho discussion arose 
upon a report made by Dr.-Holdlch of the proceed- 
ings of the Indian Commission mass meeting, la 
Cooper Institute, last_wes!:, and the probable hold- 
iu2 of another meeting in a few wee£s, at which 
Eed Cloud and other Indian chiefs will be pre- 
sent, was announced. Drs. Foster, Harris, Curry, 
Gmwold 
and • Messrs. 
Weed, 
Willis, Taylor 


and others participated in the debate. Dr. Curry 
held the opinion that there Js nothing noble or 
trusting in the Indian nature; that they are simply 
savages and kind treatment is thrown away on 
them, for they looK upon their peace friends as cow- 
ards and scalp them on the first favorable opportu- 
nity. He related incidents from American n.story 
aad from more recent experience in support 01 his 
. opinion, aad expressed the belief that General Sher- 
idan was justified in hla massacre of the Pie^ang. 
Dr. Harris ana Rev. Mr. Weed also related similar 
incidents and took 
like .ground, 
but they 
deprecated Indiscriminate slaughter. Tne sys- 
tem 
of 
treaty making and treaty breaking 
with the Indians was Inveighed against and the gov- 
ernment weic urged to send sufficient military (orce 
to the frontier to protect white settlers and to ore- 
vent the Indians from roaming beyond their own 
reservations. It should be made a criminal oifeaca 
for them to bfrfonnd three miles irom the bounds of 
their own lands. The conclusion was deemed Inevi- 
table that either the white man or the Indian must 
ba exterminated, and of course the latter mu^t first 
succnmD. -nevertheless the Christian spirit and 
policy manifested In Secretary Cox's letter, whica 
was read to the meeting, was applauded, and or. 
Holdlch was appointed a committee to respond to it 
and to express Uie sympathy of the New 1'orfc 
Metnodist preachers to every peaceful eirort tnat 
may be made to subdue the Indians, but at tho samo 
nme asking for ample protection for the whits 
setilers oa- tho frontier. A colored minister present 
dismissed the mesUns with the benediction.

The Suez Canal, so long decried, begins afc 


length, erea after but a few months of regular 
service, to reveal its immense utility. As tele- 
grams from London now frankly admit, oae- 
lialf of the cotton that is sent from India to 
Europe already passes thwugh that new 
channel of trade. Weeka ago we had occa- 
sion td note the wonderful' rapidity of the 
transit by which the raw material from Bom- 
bay reached Liverpool via Suez, was manu- 
factured into cloth and was reshipped for the 
return trip'within the lapse of forty days 
from its first embarkation. But now appears 
another remarkable feature in this surprising 
change. By the admission of the British mer- 
chants themselves not one-half of this cotton 
now goes all the way to England, but is taken 
up and consumed en route at the Mediterra- 
nean ports. We feel safe in suggesting that 
the A'driatic cities Aucona, Venice and Trieste 
also come in for a goodly share. The Italian 
and Austrian merchants were in the field at the 
Srstmomeut, and have established regular lines 
of trading steamers between their ports and 
the Egyptian entrepot at the moath of the cana1.
